“I nev er saw a body of soldiers better 
fed, better clothed and better sheltered 
than is the Sev enth Ohio regim ent at 
present. 
So m uch for the general con­ 
dition. Now as to particnlars: There 
were 1,300 m en in the regim ent. 
E x­ 
cept from suicide there hav e been but 
two deaths among them since the or­ 
ganization four and a half m onths ago. 
iiicinding the men who were furloughed 
to go home and recnperate and those in 
the hospitals, there were only 41 m en 
not able to report for duty yesterday 
morning. 
A finer, abler set of m en I 
nev er saw in m y life.’* 
Continuing, General Grosv enor said 
that the dissatisfaction among the sol­ 
diers was all traceable to the fact th at 
they had not been able to get to the 
front. 
On the whole he (Grosv enor) 
was satisfied the m en were v ery m uch 
better off than were the soldiers in the 
Civ il war. 
This last v iew was confirmed by Sen­ 
ator Allen of Nebraska, who called at 
the war departm ent to get some news 
of the whereabouts of the Second N e­ 
braska regim ent, w hich he was told 
was enroute 
from Chickam auga to 
Omaha. 
He said the m ain com plaint among 
the men was their enforced detention 
at the camps instead of being sent to the 
trout. 
So far as their physical condi­ 
tion was concerned, while the men had 
suffered a good deal at Camp Thomas, 
so far as he could judge from his own 
experience in tlie Civ il war, they were 
certainly no worse off than the soldiers 
then eiii^aged.

Gov ernor Black said there appeared 
to be “a perfect hydrophobia” among 
uewspaptTs ov er the condition of the 
soldiers, th at the press bristled w ith 
such phrases as ‘‘hollow eyed” and 
‘‘starv ing,” in articles descriptiv e of 
the troops. 
He gav e it as his opinion 
that the m atter was exaggerated, ‘‘m an­ 
ufactured in jiew spaper offices,” and 
the outcome and result of ‘‘journalistic 
knav ery.” 
When assured th at his v iews would 
be printed v erbatim , and not w ithheld 
because they failed to concur w ith the 
present ‘‘newspaper craze,” his excel- 
leucy gav e the following interv iew in 
part: 
‘‘My im pression,” 
said Gov ernor 
Black, “ of the camp of the New Y^ork 
troops at Cliickamanga park is not half 
as bad as I expected it would be. 
The 
unfortunate condition of the camp and 
hosp-tals has, beyond a doubt, been 
v ery greatly exaggerated by the papers. 
‘‘The div ision hospital in which the 
sick soldiers of the N inth New York 
infantry are quartered is certainly in a 
v ery bad condition. 
The present state 
of this hospital ought nev er to hav e 
been perm itted to exist and should be 
corrected also. 
‘‘1 think th at the troops at Chicka- 
mauga Park should hav e been mov ed 
long before any sickness broke out in 
the ranks.

How as to particulars: There 
were 1,300 m en in the regim ent. 
Ex­ 
cept from suicide there have been but 
two deaths among them since the or­ 
ganization four and a half m onths ago. 
Including the m en who were furloughed 
to go home and recuperate and those in 
the hospitals, there were only 41 m en 
not able to report for duty yesterday 
morning. 
A finer, abler set of m en I 
never saw in m y life.'* 
Continuing, G eneral Grosvenor said 
that the dissatisfaction am ong the sol­ 
diers was all traceable to the fact th at 
they had not been able to get to the 
front. On the whole he (Grosvenor) 
was satisfied the m en were very m uch 
better off than w ere th e soldiers in the 
Civil war. 
This last view w as confirmed by Sen­ 
ator Allen of Nebraska, who called a t 
the w ar departm ent to get some news 
of the whereabouts of the Second N e­ 
braska regim ent, w hich he w as told 
was enroute 
from Chickam auga to 
Omaha. 
He said the m ain com plaint among 
the men was th eir enforced detention 
at the camps instead of being sent to the 
trout. 
So far as their physical condi­ 
tion was concerned, while the men had 
suffered a good deal at Camp Thomas, 
so fur as he could judge from his own 
experience in tile Civil war, they were 
certainly no worse off than the soldiers 
then engaged. 
C h a t t a n o o g a , Aug. 
31.—Governor 
Black was seen last night by an Asso­ 
ciated Press representative and was 
asked as to the conditions as he found 
them in the camps of the New York 
regiments, as well as those at division 
hospitals. 
Governor Black said there appeared 
to be “a perfect hydrophobia” among 
newspapers over the condition of the 
soldiers, th at the press bristled w ith 
such phrases as ‘‘hollow eyed” and 
‘'starving,” in articles descriptive of 
the troops. 
He gave it as his opinion 
that the m atter was exaggerated, ‘‘m an­ 
ufactured in new spaper offices,” and 
the outcome and result of ‘‘journalistic 
knavery.” 
When assured th at his views would 
be printed verbatim , and not w ithheld 
because they failed to concur w ith the 
present ‘‘newspaper craze,” his excel­ 
lency gave the following interview in 
part: 
“My im pression,” 
said Governor 
Black, “ of the cam p of the New York 
troops at Chickam auga park is not half 
as bad as I expected it would be. 
The 
unfortunate condition of the camp and 
hospitals has, beyond a doubt, been 
very greatly exaggerated by the papers. 
“The division hospital in w hich the 
sick soldiers of the N inth New York 
infantry are quartered is certainly in a 
very bad condition. 
The present state 
of this hospital ought never to have 
been perm itted to exist and should be 
corrected also. 
‘‘I think th at the troops at Chicka­ 
mauga Park should have been moved 
long before any sickness broke out in 
the ranks. 
‘This Sternberg hospital is in e x ­ 
cellent condition. 
I do not see th at it 
°°uld be m ade any better. 
It is ad­ 
mirable both in plan and m anage­ 
m ent.'' 
The case of Private N unn of the am ­ 
bulance company, who w as transferred 
from the N inth New York. was re­ 
ported to the governor by Captain 
0 Connor of Company A, N inth New 
1 ork, and was reported by the governor 
to W ashington for investigation. Cap­ 
tain O’Connor's statem ent was th at he

“ I cannot adequately express the satis­ 
faction w ith which the results of this 
donation will be received by the sick.

Death of King Malietoa Likely 
to Cause Such Action. 


PROBABLY A PROBLEM FOR HAY. 


This G overnm ent M ight Take tho Island 
o f T uitw ila For a N aval Station—E ng­ 
land W ould Likely Take tho lairgoot 
One and Germ any Next la 8ise. 


W a s h in g to n , Aug. 31.—The state 
departm ent had not by yesterday been 
officially advised of the reported death 
of King Malieton of Samoa, and in all 
likelihood m ust rem ain in official ignor­ 
ance of the event for some tim e to 
come, owing to the slow m eans of com­ 
m unication at the disposal of th e de­ 
partm ent. 
It is the general impression 
here th at the death of the king w ill re­ 
sult in the overthrow of the present 
form of governm ent of the islands, 
m aintained as it is by the joint aotion 
of the United States, G reat B ritain and 
Germ any. 
Official reports to the state 
departm ent show th at this governm ent 
is the most expensive and unsatisfactory 
of any in the world, having regard to 
the population of the Samoan group. 
In the capital city, Apia, there is 
m aintained a tripartite m unicipal gov­ 
ernm ent at vast proportional expenser 
while the reports show th at 32 rate­ 
payers are obliged to bear the entire 
cost. 
For some years back the existing 
arrangem ent for the governm ent of the 
Samoan groupj has been satisfactory to 
none of the three governments, yet it 
has been continued for the reason th at 
nothing better could be suggested th a t 
would be acceptable to the three nations. 
Now there are indications th at at least 
one of the parties is coming around to 
w hat was a favorite plan of settlem ent 
of the state departm ent, namely, a dis­ 
ruption of the present tripartite gov­ 
ernm ent, aud an absolute division of 
the islands of tne group between the 
United States, G reat B ritain and G er­ 
many. 
The principal object of our govern- 
blent has been to retain possession of a 
coaling or a full naval station in the 
islands, so as to afford a base of naval 
operations in the vicinity of Australasia, 
as well us to ensure an open port for our 
m erchant steamers on the long voyage 
from San Francisco to Australia. 
The 
United States now holds title to some 
ground for a coaling station at Pago 
Bago, on the island of Tukw ila. 
This 
island is the least in size of auy of the 
group, but is more than large enough to 
support a naval station, so that it has 
been the plan of the state departm ent 
to acquire it as a whole in event of the 
dissolution of the tripartite agreement. 
Basing the division on tho existing 
interests of the three nations, Germany, 
holding the largest interest, would take 
the island second in size, possessing the 
capital, Apia, while G reat B ritain would 
receive the largest of tne group but the 
second in commercial importance. 
It is 
probable that among the first duties 
falling to Mr. Hay, when he assumes 
the office of secretary of state, w ill be 
the consideration of some plan to tide 
over the crisis expected to follow the 
death of the king. 


FOR NATIONAL MILITIA. 


Major H ayes Proposed s P lan —T hinks 
Cooks aud H om esickness Caused 
C om plaint A m ong Troop#. 


C l e v e l a n d , Aug. 31.—Major Webb 
O. Hayes, son of the late President 
Hayes, who is said to be the only volun­ 
teer offioer th at served in both the 
Cuban and Porto Rican campaigns, and 
who is accompanying President M cKin­ 
ley on his present trip, has proposed a 
plan to the chief executive, providing 
th at the president shall appoint an ad ­ 
ju tan t general for each state; th at as 
m any bodies of m ilitia shall be raised 
in each state as circumstances require, 
and th at all officers of such m ilitia shall 
be nom inated by the governors of the 
various states.

than is the Seventh Ohio regiment at 
S 
resent. So much for the general con­ 
cion. Now as to particulars: There 
were 1,300 men in the regiment. 
Ex­ 
cept from snioide there have been but 
two deaths among them sinoe the or­ 
ganization four and a half months ago. 
Including the men who were furloughed 
to go home and recuperate and those in 
the hospitals, there were only 41 men 
not able to report for duty yesterday 
morning. A finer, abler set of men I 
never saw in my life.’* 
Continuing, General Grosvenor said 
that the dissatisfaction among the sol­ 
diers was all traceable to the fact that 
they had not been able to get to the 
front. On the whole he (Grosvenor) 
was satisfied the men were very much 
better off than were the soldiers in the 
Civil war. 
This last view was confirmed by Sen 
atar Allen of Nebraska, who called at 
the war department to get some news 
of the whereabouts of the Second Ne 
braska regiment, which he was told 
was enroute from Chickamauga to 
Omaha. 
He said the main complaint among 
the men was their enforced detention 
at the camps instead of being sent to the 
front. So far as their physical condi­ 
tion was concerned, while the men had 
suffered a good deal at Camp Thomas, 
so fur as he could judge from his own 
experience in the Civil war, they were 
certainly no worse off than the soldiers 
then engaged. 
C h a t t a n o o g a, Aug.

W ashington, Aug. 31.—The state 
department had not by yesterday been 
officially advised of the reported death 
of King Malieton of Samoa, and in all 
likelihood must remain in official ignor­ 
ance of the event for some time to 
come, owing to the slow means of com­ 
munication at the disposal of the de­ 
partment. 
It is the general impression 
here that the death of the king will re­ 
sult in the overthrow of the present 
form of government of the islands, 
maintained as it is by the joint action 
of the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany. 
Official reports to the state 
department show that this government 
is the most expensive and unsatisfactory 
of any in the world, having regard to 
the population of the Samoan group. 
In the capital city, Apia, there ie 
maintained a tripartite municipal gov­ 
ernment at vast proportional expense^ 
while the reports show that 82 rate­ 
payers are obliged to bear the entire 
cost. 
For some years back the existing 
arrangement for the government o f the 
Samoan groupj has been satisfactory to 
none of the three governments, yet it 
has been continued for the reason that 
nothing better could be suggested that 
would be acceptable to the three nations. 
Now there are indications that at least 
one of the parties is coming around to 
what was a favorite plan o f settlement 
of the state department, namely, a dis­ 
ruption of the present tripartite gov­ 
ernment, aud an absolute division of 
the islands of toe groan between the 
United States, Great Britain and Ger­ 
many. 
The principal object of our govern­ 
ment has been to retain possession of a 
coaling or a full naval station in the 
islands, so as to afford a base of naval 
operations in the vicinity of Australasia, 
as well us to ensure an open port for our 
merchant steamers on the long voyage 
from Sau Francisco to Australia. 
The 
United States now holds title to some 
ground for a coaling station at Bago 
Pago, on the island of Tuitwila. 
This 
island is the least in size of any of the 
group, but is mort1 than large enough to 
support a naval station, so that it has 
been the plan of the state department 
to acquire it as a whole in event of the 
dissolution of tile tripartite agreement. 
Basing the division on tho existing 
interests of the three nations, Germany, 
holding the largest interest, would take 
the island second in size, possessing the 
capital, Apia, while Great Britain would 
receive the largest of toe group but the 
second in commercial importance.

When y ou hav e ex amined the con­ 
stitution of the German cuisine, y ou 
are tempted to grow loquacious. 
You 
are conscious of hav ing discov ered that 
the psy chology of a nation cannot be 
constructed upon a mere analy sis of its 
made dishes. Your estimate of Brillat- 
Sav arin sinks. He could not tell y ou 
what y ou are, ev en from all the menus 
of y our lifetime. Preiligrath’s philo­ 
sophic conclusion that “ man is what 
he eats’’ y ou straightway qualify as 
true only when referring to cannibal­ 
ism. 
And y on w ill av er that only in 
ihe case of paleolithic man can y ou 
construct a man from the ommbs that 
fall from his dinner tabla 
And this 
y ou will want to prov e, and conse­ 
quently w ill grow talkativ e with pre­ 
senting of much ev idence. 
And y et, in y our sane moments, y ou 
will hav e a sneaking affection for the 
statement that a German is a German 
because he eats what he eats. As a gen­ 
eral rule he may be said to eat fiv e 
times a day . 
But his hunger is con­ 
stantly being stilled. 
He starts early in the day with a cnp 
of cafe au lait and a small buttered 
roll. 
This keeps him going till 11 
o’clock, when he demolishes a slice of 
buttered ry e bread spread with slices 
of hard boiled egg, raw chopped beef or 
cheese. 
This he washes down with a 
glass of ale, thus stilling his inner man 
till dinner time. Dinner takes place to­ 
ward 1 o’clock and consists of soup 
(generally nourishing), a plate of in^t, 
with potatoes and fruit (cranberries, 
prunes or apricots), occasionally cheese, 
seldom sweets, rarely a green v egetable. 
Three hours later coffee is taken, 
serv ed with a piece of cake or thick 
bread and butter. This is the hour pre­ 
cious to the gossip and the busy body , 
the time for spreading scandal. Toward 
8 o’clock the appetite again asserts 
itself. 
The hour of the ubiquitous sau­ 
sages has arriv ed. Their name is legion, 
and they share the honors with slices 
of ham, smoked goose breast, pieces of 
raw pickled herring, and in summer 
hard boiled eggs and potato salad. 
Such is the German method of spread­ 
ing the meals ov er the day . Of course 
there are ex ceptions. 
Many families 
hav e two ample meals a day , but the 
bulk of the population eats mostly but­ 
tered bread and snacks. 
In justice to 
Germany one must say that the fare in 
many a home will compare fav orably 
with that of many an American family . 
In the German restaurant the cuisine 
is on the whole monotonous and the 
food singularly insipid. All meats seem 
to hav e the same flav or, all are serv ed 
with the same heav y , v iscous sauces, 
aud inv ariably escorted with the same 
soaplike potatoes. Stodginess and heav i­ 
ness are the great blots on the German 
fare. The element of v ariety , too, seems 
considered superfluous. 
In the concrete the subject is almost 
too painful to face, the difficulty being 
to steer clear of ex clamations denoting 
positiv e offensiv eness. 
Some of the 
kickshaws which figure regularly upon 
the German table are reputed to be most 
sustaining. They ceitainly are intense­ 
ly and ostentatiously wonder inspiring. 
One preparation is ev ery where met 
with under the name (more or less pho­ 
netically spelled) of beefsteak a la tar 
tore. 
Its basis is raw chopped beef ; 
this, spread out into a pat of elliptical 
shape, is crowned with the raw y olk o 
an egg, raw finely chopped onion is 
sprinkled ov er it, a garniture of gher­ 
kins is added, and the whole is eaten 
with much gusto and no worse conse 
quenoes than a durable thirst. 
In many of the dishes y ou discov er 
all the humor, feeling and imagination 
of a Wagnerian composition. 
You find 
the resolute desire to build up harmony 
upon discord. Of this nature may be 
considered the traditional menu of New 
Year’s ev e, carp, pancake and punch. 
These three, brought into immediate 
jux taposition and consumed in plethoric 
quantities, generally hav e the desirec 
effect—that of inducing a hy sterica’ 
good humor. 
For stodginess nothing beats the fa­ 
v orite dish, panache. 
It consists 
o f 
pickled pork, sour cabbage and a puree 
of split peas boiled down to the con­ 
sistency of stiff dough. Ex periments on 
this mass produce deplorable capers aud 
cause one to grunt moumfuHy . 
A v a­ 
riety of this diet is found in Berlin. 
Yon substitute boiled 
ImUIs of 
d o u g>. 
aud indifferent prunes for the peas 
a u d 
cabbage, and y on hav e the dish popu­ 
larly termed “ the Silesian kingdom o f 
heav en.’’ 
Cold eels, imbedded in a 
translucid, glutinous substance, figure 
in all workmen’s tav erns, while roast 
goose is d© rigueur for all solemnities. 
A dainty which we hav e recently 
met with in Berlin recalled Darwin’s 
remark that “ hardly any ex periment is 
so absurd as not to be worth try ing.” 
It consisted of finely powdered horse 
radish serv ed up with frozen whipped 
cream. 
On© may sum up one’s judgment by 
lay ing of German cooking what the art 
critic said of nature, “ It ha* infinite 
potentialities.” Not the least of these

are glad to be reliev ed from Spanish op­ 
pression. 
Two or three may ors of towns 
in signing papers of allegiance v olun­ 
tarily added “ U. S. A .” to the name 
of the town and of the island, and they 
seemed proud of it too. When I was ill 
with malarial fev er, a nativ e phy sician, 
remarkably well educated and cultured, 
attended me. 
He remarked one day , as 
he used a phy sician’s thermometer, that 
he had nothing but a centigrade scale, 
but since he had become an American 
citizen he must get a Fahrenheit. When 
I got well, I asked him for my bill, but 
he declined any compensation for his 
serv ices, assuring me that he was glad 
to do any thing for American officers. 
“ A house where I had lodgings while 
in Ponce was the residence of a v ery in­ 
telligent nativ e lady and her daughter. 
The lady talked v ery enthusiastically 
about the prospects of American sov ­ 
ereignty in Porto Rico, and her daugh­ 
ter discussed the ev ils of Spanish rule 
in the island in a way which showed 
that she had a v ery good idea of the 
former gov ernment and its effect upon 
the oppressed people of Porto Rico. 
These incidents are a few of . the many 
which came to my notice during Gen­ 
eral Miles’ campaign, and I reached the 
gratify ing conclnsion that Porto Rico 
wonld be a v ery desirable possession 
for the United States, and that the peo­ 
ple generally would be good citizens. 
The most inferior part of the nativ e 
population is v ery inferior indeed, but 
the more intelligent people are numer­ 
ous enough to dominate the masses and 
giv e a general character to the inhabit­ 
ants.” —New York Sun.

Dinner takes place to­ 
ward I o’clock and consists of soup 
(generally nourishing), a plate of meat, 
with potatoes and fruit (cranberries, 
prunes or apricots), occasionally cheese, 
seldom sweets, rarely a green vegetable. 
Three hours later coffee is taken, 
served with a piece of cake or thick 
bread and butter. This is the hour pre­ 
cious to the gossip and the busybody, 
the time for spreading scandal. Toward 
8 o’clock the appetite again asserts 
itself. 
The hour of the ubiquitous sau­ 
sages has arrived. Their name is legion, 
and they share the honors with slices 
of ham, smoked goose breast, pieces of 
raw pickled herring, and in summer 
hard boiled eggs and potato salad. 
Such is the German method of spread­ 
ing the meals over the day. Of course 
there are exceptions. Many families 
have two ample meals a day, but the 
bulk of the population eats mostly but­ 
tered bread and snacks. 
In justice to 
Germany one must say that the fare in 
many a home will compare favorably 
with that of many an American family. 
In the German restaurant the cuisine 
is on the whole monotonous and the 
food singularly insipid. All meats seem 
to have the same flavor, all are served 
with the same heavy, viscous sauces, 
and invariably escorted with the same 
soaplike potatoes. Stodginess and heavi­ 
ness are the great blots on the German 
fare. The element of variety, too, seems 
considered superfluous. 
In the concrete the subject is almost 
too painful to face, the difficulty being 
to steer clear of exclamations denoting 
positive offensiveness. 
Some of the 
kickshaws which figure regularly upon 
the German table are reputed to be most 
sustaining. They ceztainly are intense­ 
ly and ostentatiously wonder inspiring. 
One preparation is everywhere met 
with nnder the name (more or less pho­ 
netically spelled) of beefsteak a la tar­ 
tare. 
Its basis is raw chopped beef ; 
this, spread out into a pat of elliptical 
shape, is crowned with the raw yolk of 
an egg, raw finely chopped onion is 
sprinkled over it, a garniture of gher­ 
kins is added, and the whole is eaten 
with much gusto and no worse conse­ 
quences than a durable thirst. 
In many of the dishes you discover 
all the humor, feeling and imagination 
of a Wagnerian composition. 
You find 
the resolute desire to build up harmony 
upon discord. Of this nature may be 
considered the traditional menu of New 
Year’s eve, carp, pancake and punch. 
These three, brought into immediate 
juxtaposition and consumed in plethoric 
quantities, generally have the desired 
effect—that of inducing a hysterical 
good humor. 
For stodginess nothing beats the fa­ 
vorite dish, panache. 
It consists of 
pickled pork, sour cabbage and a puree 
of split peas boiled down to the con­ 
sistency of stiff dough. Experiments on 
this mass produce deplorable capers and 
cause one to grunt mournfully. 
A va­ 
riety of this diet is found in Berlin. 
You substitute boiled balls of dough 
and indifferent prunes for the peas and 
cabbage, and yon have the dish popu­ 
larly termed “the Silesian kingdom of 
heaven.’’ 
Gold eels, imbedded in a 
translucid, glutinous substance, figure 
in all workmen’s taverns, while roast 
goose is de rigueur for all solemnities. 
A dainty which we have recently 
met with in Berlin recalled Darwin’s 
remark that “ hardly any experiment is 
so absurd as not to be worth trying.” 
It consisted of finely powdered horse 
radish served up with frozen whipped 
cream. 
One may sum up one’s judgment by 
laying of German oooking what the art 
critic said of nature, “ It has infinite 
potentialities.” Not the least af these 


The Inland and It* Inhabitants aa Seen 
by One of General Miles* Stair. 
Lieutenant Colonel A rthur S. Wagner, 
assistant adjutant general, formerly 
chief of the bureau of m ilitary informa­ 
tion of the war department, returned 
to Washington recently from Ponce, 
Porto Rico, where he has been with the 
staff of General Miles. From the time 
he landed with Miles’ army near Ponce, 
Porto Rico. until he left the island, 
Colonel Wagner said, the heartiness 
with which the mass of Porto Ricans 
welcomed the advent of the American 
troops was an impressive fact 
“ The manner in which the Porto 
Ricans welcomed the army with banan­ 
as, 
cocoanuts, 
bouquets and 
cigars 
seems amusing here,” he said, “ but it 
was evident to us in Porto Rico that 
the offerings were sincere tributes and 
not indicative of a fickle temperament 
among the people. 
When one realizes 
the fact that they have been obliged to 
pay a tax of $8 on a barrel of flour, 
making the price $85, Porto Rican 
money, or $17 in United States onrren 
cy, it is not hard to believe that they 
are glad to be relieved from Spanish op­ 
pression. 
Two or three mayors of towns 
in signing papers of allegiance volun 
tarily added “ U. S. A .” to the name 
of the town and of the island, and they 
seemed proud of it too. When I was ill 
with malarial fever, a native physician, 
remarkably well educated and cultured, 
attended me. He remarked one day, as 
he used a physician’s thermometer, that 
he had nothing but a centigrade scale, 
but since he had become an American 
citizen he must get a Fahrenheit. When 
I got well, I asked him for my bill, but 
he declined any compensation for his 
services, assuring me that he was glad 
to do anything for American officers. 
“ A house where I had lodgings while 
in Ponce was the residence of a very in­ 
telligent native lady and her daughter. 
The lady talked very enthusiastically 
about the prospects of American sov­ 
ereignty in Porto Rico, and her daugh­ 
ter discussed the evils of Spanish rule 
in the island in a way which showed 
that she had a very good idea of the 
former government and its effect upon 
the oppressed people of Porto Rioo. 
These incidents are a few of . the many 
which came to my notice during Gen­ 
eral Miles’ campaign, and I reached the 
gratifying conclusion that Porto Rico 
would be a very desirable possession 
for the United States, and that the peo­ 
ple generally would be good citizens. 
The most inferior part of the native 
population is very inferior indeed, but 
the more intelligent people are numer­ 
ous enough to dominate the masses and 
give a general character to the inhabit­ 
ants.”—New York Sun. 


PHILIPPINE LABOR PROBLEM

Only Eastern Race That Can Solve 
Said to Be the Chinese. 
A labor question will face the ruler 
of the Philippines very early, and ther 
is only one eastern race that oan solv 
it. 
The Spaniards recognized the fact 
long ago, but the priest disliked the 
Chinaman because he was so irreligious. 
Honest Juan de la Concepcion records 
that in 1662, when there was a pretty 
general massacre of the Mongols—who 
were incited to rebellion with that very 
object—“ the original intention of the 
Spaniards was to kill every Chinaman, ” 
bnt they desisted from the wholesale 
slaughter, “ in view of the inconven­ 
ience which would have ensued from 
the want of tradesmen and merchants. ” 
Just 60 years before there had been a 
massacre of the Chinese, one of many, 
which brought serious consequences, 
for when the Celestials were extirpated, 
or nearly 60, it was found that they 
were “ the only industrious, skillful, 
wealth producing portion of the popu­ 
lation.” They are so today, and for 
that reason one anticipates that the ex­ 
perience of Singapore w ill be repeated 
at Manila. 
Your lazy Malay will recede before 
the Mongol, who has served an appren­ 
ticeship of 60 generations to labor and 
can do everything. I shall never forget 
standing on a hill overlooking Kiao- 
Chau bay, the new German possession, 
and seeing what Chinese industry can 
effect. The view embraced perhaps ten 
square miles of rugged country, deeply 
scored by mountain torrents. 
Wher­ 
ever a few yards, in some cases no 
larger than a kitchen floor, could be 
terraced out of the ravine or side of the 
hillock, it was done, and the whole 
landscape was like a garden for perfect 
tillage. 
These are the people who will 
make an earthly paradise of the Philip­ 
pines, not the dolce far niente, indolent 
natives. A curious turning of the tables 
if the Americans should invite the 
Celestials to quit the Pacific dope for 
Luzon and Mindanao!—London Tele­ 
graph.

His orders were 
to take those men throug h, an d he 
would take them dead or alive, he prob­ 
ably mean t, hut he eviden tly had suffi­ 
cien t thoug ht for his own well preserved 
frame to say n othin g . 
Con sequen tly 
the train wen t throug h an d the men 
con tin ued to suffer. 
There was on e 
man who did n ot rise above the heig ht 
of a piece of red tape. 
Perhaps there are other men of his 
train in g in the army . If there are, an d 
w h o is there to doubt it, it is probable 


m u c h of the sufferin g at San tiag o an d 
in the camps of this coun try can he 
traced to them. They kn ew n o hig her 
sen timen t, recog n ized n o g reater posi­ 
tion than that which compelled them to 
follow the lin es laid down . The coun ­ 
try recwpiz^ the soldier’s devotion to 
duty , an d willin g ly cheers him when he

decks, drivin g all filth an d n n clean - 
n ess in to the sea, an d thus preven t dis­ 
ease an d death. 
T he clever boatswain 
has kin dly con sen ted to g ive all comers 
a splen did salt water bath each morn ­ 
in g . free of charg e, in case they will rise 
with the lark an d seek the forward part 
of the vessel. This offer has been g ladly 
accepted by a larg e n umber, amon g 
them the writer, an d he can testify that 
the baths are hig hly ben eficial. Nelson 
takes especial pain s to g ive me a ben efit, 
an d the stream of water from the hose, 
strikin g on e upon the body with full 
force, almost floors the recipien t, much 
to the en joy men t of the Jolly Jack tars. 
An d here let me say a few words of 
commen dation for the ship’s crew of the 
Zealan dia. From captain down I have 
been accorded the most courteous treat­ 
men t, an d I shall ever carry on e an d all 
on the brig ht side of my ledg er of life’s 
ex perien ce.

In vesti­ 
g ation at headquarters demon strated the 
fact that the rumor was a false on e, 
g otten up by some practical Joker an d 
in dustriously circulated. At 8 :15 a. m., 
the Chin a sig n aled “halt,” an d the 
other three vessels were ordered by 
Gen eral Green to ran g e alon g side the 
flag ship. Then the comman ders of the 
troops in the three vessels took seats in 
the small boats an d were soon stan din g 
in the presen ce of the comman der of the 
ex pedition ,at whose han ds they received 
roy al g reetin g , an d they are warm in 
his praises.

en deavor to run down the assailan t. 
Con sultation demon strated the fact that 
the subordin ate officers coin cided with 
this plan of procedure, an d then the 
Chin a steamed to the fron t, g ain in g a 
lead of some miles, when she halted an d 
in dulg ed in artillery practice, the g un ­ 
n ers doin g very satisfactory work. 
Thursday , July 7. The reg imen tal 
comman ders remain ed all n ig ht on the 
Chin a, an d were accorded hearty g reet­ 
in g the n ex t day when they came on 
hoard.

Private Sweitzer is very ill and was 
unable to walk when he arrived. He was 
assisted to the ambulance and taken to 
the home of his brother in Fifth street 
where he is suffering with typhoid ma 
laria. His mother resides at Mounds 
Ville, and will be here soon to nurse her 


60n. 
The remainder of the boys are all very 
weak and present a much more worn 
oat appearance than the party which 
arrived yesterday. They were almost 
all taken from the detention hospital by 
Doctor Hobbs and it is due to his efforts 
that they were granted furloughs. Pri 
rate Sweitzer is the only member oil 
the party who is seriously ill,and had he 
been in the general hospital Doctor 
Hobbs would nos have brought him 
home but was afraid the patient would 
not 
live if left in the 
quarantine 
hospital. W ith the proper treatment it 
is thought he will recover. 
Doctor Hobbs when seen this morning 
6aid: “We had a hard time getting to 
the train as the streets of New York 
were packed with people. We met with 
a hearty reception wherever it became 
known the soldiers were on the train. 
“There is not a member of the com 
pany who is feeling good, but they are 
not all ill. 
Sergeant Hanley is still on 
doty, hut has chills at intervals. Sixty 
day furloughs were procured for Ber 
geanfc Trump and Private Beatty, but 
they were not able to travel when our 
party left. They are both ill with ma­ 
laria and have a slight trace of typhoid 
fever, but are confined to the general 
hospital and are receiving the best of 
treatment, and could not have better 
care if they were at home. 
“There is no use sending anybody to 
New York to look after the boys, as they 
are getting every attention possible and 
receiving the best of care. The only 
thing a person can do for them is to se 
core them furloughs and bring them 
home. I think the company will all be 
home within two weeks.”

“ About as dismal a Fourth of July 
as ever I exp erienced on board a man- 
o’-war,” said an ex-sailor of the navy 
now living in Washington to a rep ort­ 
er, “ was Indep endence day not many 
y ears ago down in the harbor of Hono 
lulu. The Bennington had an all star 
racing boat’s crew. The eight had jnst 
hap p ened to be assigned to the Ben­ 
nington in a bunoh before she left for 
her Pacific cruise, and several of the 
oarsmen had been members of the Co­ 
lumbia’s crack boat’s crew that wallop ed 
all of the British navy ’s boats’ crews in 
English waters a few y ears before. 
The Bennington’s cotter wgs one ol 
the best in tbe navy , and she had been 
built for a racer. 
Before we left the 
Mare Island navy y ard for sonth Pacific 
waters the ship ’s racing crew had easily 
beaten all of tbe other crews of the 
ship s ly ing at the y ard, including the 
tip top crew of the Oly mp ia and the 
Boston’s fine crew. 
We thought that 
we were about as warm as they make 
’em after our crew p ut it on so many 
other man-o’-war crews, giving them a 
(X)up le of minutes the start of us, too, 
on numerous occasions and still beating 
them disgracefully . 
“ The p eop le of Honolulu arranged 
an aquatic festival for the Fourth oi 
July —the Americans down there cele­ 
brated the Fourth just as enthusiastic­ 
ally as we do up herti—and the Ben- 
uiugtou’s crew figured in it largely . 
Our ship ’s colors were at the fore in tlu 
two races that were run with p ickeil 
Kanaka crews, and the third and last 
race of the day was one in which our 
crackajack eight was to figure, tbe other 
races having been won by snbcrews 
p ractically 
p icked at random from 
among the strongest seamen. 
“ We thought this race was at oui 
mercy . It was to be a four sided affair- 
one orew of Kanaka sugar field workers, 
a crew of Kanaka p olicemen and the 
racing crew of the y acht Eleanor, be­ 
longing to Mr. Slater of Providence, 
that had p nlled into Honolulu harbor 
from Jap an a few day s before. Our 
orew didn’t p ay much attention to tbe 
y acht’s racing crew and were only fig­ 
uring on the distance they oould beat 
the crew of Kanaka p olicemen, whiob 
seemed the most formidable. 
“ The race was over the four mile 
course carefully blocked out in the bar 
bor—which was very smooth—by the 
Honolnln aquatic sp ortsmen, and the 
start was first rata There wasn ’ t a man, 
fore or aft, on tbe Bennington that 
didn’t stand to go broke to the extent 
of at least a month’s p ay on the succese 
of the Bennington’s crew, and we had 
to give 3 to 1, too, for it was generally 
conceded that we had the race at our 
mercy . 
“ The start, as I said^ was good, and 
the Bennington’s crew showed in front 
first and started ont ap p arently to makt 
a runaway race of it. The Kanaka p o- 
lioemen’s orew trailed after them, p ull 
ing steadily , then the Kanaka sugar 
workers and, a good ten lengths to the 
rear, the Eleanor’s crew. This was the 
way it looked for the finish when the 
Bennington’s orew rounded the stake- 
boat and started for the return trip . 
“ Some of the Honolulu men who had 
their money np on tbe two Kanaka 
crews actually began to square accounts, 
and theory , ‘It’sall over—Bennington!’ 
was heard all over the bay . 
When the 
stakeboat was rounded, it was noticed 
that the Eleanor’s boat was sort of get­ 
ting a move on itself, and the men 
were working like machines at a long, 
steady stroke that certainly looked as if 
it was cutting down the Bennington’s 
lead and the lead of the two Kanaka 
boats.

The fifty-sixth convention 
eynod of the Evangelical

A number of ministers arrived yester­ 
day. but the majority came in this morn- 
in?, aud a well-dressed, intelligent lot 
they are.

The first session of the synod was helcl 
at 9:30 o’clock this morning, it being 
confessional service.

At IO o’clock President Yount deliv 
ered the synodical sermon, and it was 
followed by communion service. The 
sermon was a splendid effort, being 
logical and eloquent.

First church, Butler, Pa. The report 
deals at length with the consecration of 
these churches, and gives the names of 
the pastors and those who took promi 
nent part in the services.

44Abont as dismal a Fourth of July 
as ever I experienced on board a man 
o’-war,” said an ex-sailor of the navy 
now living in Washington to a report 
er, 4‘was Independence day not many 
years ago down in the harbor of Hono 
lain. The Bennington had an all star 
racing boat’s crew. The eight had just 
happened to be assigned to the Ben­ 
nington in a bunoh before she left for 
her Pacific cruise, and several of the 
oarsmen had been members of the Co­ 
lumbia’s crack boat’s crew that walloped 
all of the British navy’s boats’ crews in 
English waters a few years before. 
The Bennington’s cutter w*s one of 
the best in the navy, and she had been 
built for a racer. Before we left the 
Mare Island navy yard for south Pacific 
waters the ship’s racing crew had easily 
beaten all of the other crews of the 
ships lying at the yard, including the 
tiptop crew of the Olympia and the 
Boston’s fine crew. 
We thought that 
we were about as warm as they makt 
’em after our crew put it on so many 
other man-o’-war crews, giving them a 
couple of minutes the start of us, too, 
on numerous occasions and still beating 
them disgracefully. 
4 4 The people of Honolulu arranged 
an aquatic festival for the Fourth of 
July—the Americans down there cele­ 
brated the Fourth just as enthusiastic­ 
ally as we do up here—-and the Ben­ 
nington’s crew figured in it largely. 
Our ship’s colors were at the fore in the 
two races that were ran with picked 
Kanaka crews, and the third and last 
race of the day was one in which our 
crackajack eight was to figure, the other 
races having been won by subcrewe 
practically picked at random from 
among the strongest seamen. 
“ We thought this race was at oui 
mercy. It was to be a four sided affair- 
one crew of Kanaka sugar field workers, 
a crew of Kanaka policemen and the 
racing crew of the yacht Eleanor, be­ 
longing to Mr. Slater of Providence, 
that had pulled into Honolulu harbor 
from Japan a few days before. Our 
crew didn’t pay much attention to the 
yacht’s racing crew and were only fig­ 
uring on the distance they oould beat 
the crew of Kanaka policemen, which 
seemed the most formidable. 
“ The race was over the four mile 
course carefully blocked out in the har 
bor—which was very smooth—by the 
Honolulu aquatic sportsmen, and the 
start was first rata There wasn’t a man, 
fore or aft, on the Bennington that 
didn’t stand to go broke to the extent 
of at least a month’s pay on the success 
of the Bennington’s crew, and we had 
to give 8 to I, too, for it was generally 
conceded that we had the race at our 
mercy. 
“The start, as I said* was good, and 
the Bennington’s crew showed in front 
first and started out apparently to makt 
a runaway race of it. The Kanaka po­ 
licemen’s crew trailed after them, pull 
ing steadily, then the Kanaka sugar 
workers and, a good ten lengths to the 
rear, the Eleanor’s crew. This was the 
way it looked for the finish when the 
Bennington’s crew rounded the stake- 
boat and started for the return trip. 
“ Some of the Honolulu men who had 
their money up on the two Kanaka 
crews actually began to square accounts, 
aud theory, ‘It’s all over—Bennington!’ 
was heard all over the bay. When the 
stakeboat was rounded, it was noticed 
that the Eleanor’s boat was sort of get­ 
ting a move on itself, and the men 
were working like machines at a long, 
steady stroke that certainly looked as if 
it was catting down the Bennington’s 
lead and the lead of the two Kanaka 
boats. 
“ Two minutes after the stakeboat 
was rounded the Eleanor’s gang were 
right abreast of the Kanaka cutters and 
gaining on them with every stroke, and 
the cox’un of the Bennington’s cutter, 
hearing the yells of warning from the 
Bennington bluejackets ashore, looked 
behind him and saw the Eleanor cutter 
only two lengths behind him and com 
ing like an electric launch. Our crew 
was tired, and that’s all there was 
about it. 
44The Eleanor’s crew had held them­ 
selves in for the finish, and they cer­ 
tainly did make a Garrison finish of it. 
The yacht’s cutter shot ahead of our 
cutter a good mile from home, and then, 
to make the thing more galling, the 
crew actually stopped rowing until the 
Bennington’s crew was alongside again. 
Then they took to the oars again, and 
from then on it was a howling farce. 
The Eleanor’s crew just romped their 
cutter in ten lengths ahead of our cut­ 
ter aud the Kanakas a quarter of a 
mile in the rear. 
“You never saw such a disgusted lot 
of men in your life as the men and 
officers on the Bennington. 
The Elea­ 
nor’s ship company had taken all of the 
3 to I money they oould get on board 
our ship, for they knew they had’ a good 
thing up their sleeve. The Eleanor’s 
crew on tho whole trip around the 
world that was wound up at San Fran­ 
cisco had not been beaten once in a cut­ 
ter race, and the yacht’s sailors had 
made all kinds of money in betting on 
their crew. It was a minor sort of con- 
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eolation for us when we found out that 
five of the Eleanor’s racing crew were 
ex-American 
man-o’-war’s 
men.’’—

Next November a Chicago girl will 
occn py the thron e of In d ia as the repre­ 
sen tative of Victoria, empress of that 
great coun try. When George N. Cn rzon 
en ters upon his d uties as viceroy of In ­ 
d ia, his beautiful wife will become the 
“ first lad y” of that lan d , an d a mem­ 
ber of the British peerage. Her title 
will be Lad y Cn rzon of Ked leston , an d 
for five years she will mle as the social 
queen of the In d ian empire. 
The American girl whom Qn een Vic­ 
toria has mad e the vicerein e of 300,- 
000,000 subjects was formerly Mary 
Victoria Lei ter of Chicago. She was 
born in Chicago May 29, 1870, at the 
Leiter homestead , which at that time 
was located on Michigan terrace, where 
the Aud itorium n ow stan d s. Shortly 
after her birth her father built a home 
on Caln met aven ue, in which the fam­ 
ily lived n n til their removal to Wash­ 
in gton in 1880. 
Up to that time Mr. 
Leiter was actively en gaged in bn sin ess 
in Chicago, an d Mary Victoria Leiter 
was receivin g an ed n oation from pri­ 
vate tutors an d govern esses. When Mr. 
Leiter withd rew from his Chicago en ­ 
terprises, the family home was removed 
to Washin gton , where Miss Leiter grew 
to youn g woman hood . While her child ­ 
hood was an extremely simple on e her 
ed ucation was acquired from the best 
in structors, an d at an early age she was 
proficien t in the Fren ch an d German 
lan guages an d music an d f^jpiliar with 
art. 
Up to the time of hertorm al in ­ 
trod uction to the social world of Wash­ 
in gton she led the life of a schoolgirl. 
Her d ays were d ivid ed in to hours of 
stud y an d recreation , an d her social 
pleasn res were few. Miss Leiter accom­ 
pan ied her father on several of his Eu­ 
ropean trips, her sisters Daisy an d Nan ­ 
n ie also bein g of the party. When she 
mad e her d ebut in Washin gton , at the 
age of 18, she at on ce became the ac­ 
kn owled ged belle of the city. Bean tifn l 
of face, with a slen d er, graceful figure, 
regular features an d d ark hair an d eyes, 
Mary Victoria Leiter, even as a girl, 
had an in d ivid uality an d magn etism 
that were remarkable. A bright con ­ 
versation alist an d possessin g mn ch gen ­ 
eral in formation on importan t topics of 
the d ay, she was a bom lead er an d al­ 
ways the cen ter of a group of promin en t 
people. 
Shortly after her in trod uction to 
Washin gton ’s social life the Leiter fam­ 
ily wen t to Lon d on for the season . Mary 
Leiter was presen ted at court, an d 
there, as in America, became a belle. 
It was d urin g on e of her sulisefpien t 
season s in Lon d on that she met George 
Nathan iel Ourzou, eld est son of Lord 
Scarsd ale. 
Youn g Ourzon gain ed con sid erable 
fame through a series of prize essays 
that fin ally mad e him a med alist in the 
Royal Geographical society. He paid 
marked atten tion to Miss Leiter, an d 
the followin g year came to America to 
W(X) her. The an n oun cemen t of her en ­ 
gagemen t to Mr. Cn rzon followed short­ 
ly after his arrival here an d created 
con sid erable sen sation in both coun ­ 
tries. They were married April 25, 
1895, at St. John ’s church, in Wash­ 
in gton . After the wed d in g Mr. an d 
Mrs. Cn rzon retn rn ed to En glan d an d 
took up their resid en ce in Lon d on . 
Mrs. Curzon has always been promi­ 
n en t in the social life of her ad opted 
coun try, but it is said that the Ameri­ 
can girl has in fected her hn sban d with 
the id eas of her n ative lan d in stead of 
becomin g en tirely An glicised herself. 
As vice rein e of In d ia Mrs. Ourzon will 
occupy the highest position that can be 
held by a woman outsid e of the royal 
family. Her word will be the social 
law of the coun try, an d at the royal 
palace in Simla an d the various vice­ 
regal resid en ces she will role supreme. 
American women have mad e some ex­ 
ception al in tern ation al marriages, but 
it remain ed for a Chicago girl to be­ 
come the represen tative of the world ’s 
greatest r u le r . —-Chicago In ter Ocean .

The fifty-sixth convention, Pittsburg 
synod of the Evangelical Lutheran 


c h u r c h , began its work in this city to­ 
day.A number of ministers arrived yester­ 
day. but the majority came in this morn­ 


i n g , and a well-dressed, intelligent lot 
they are. They are being well oared for, 
and will doubtless leave East Liverpool 
Knowing much more of the city than 
they ever knew before. 
The first session of the synod was held 


at 9 :30 o’clock this morning, it being a 
confessional service. There were many 
greetings among friends who had not 
met for a year prior to the hoar, St. 
John’s church at Third and Jackson 
streets being well filled. 
At IO o’clock President Yonnt deliv­ 
ered the synodical sermon, and it was 
followed by communion service. The 
sermon was a splendid effort, being 
logical and eloquent. 
The reverend 
gentleman touched upon a number of 
matters most important, and did it so 
well that the discourse was received by 
all present with enthusiasm. Synod 
then adjourned for the noon recess. 
The first business in the afternoon 
was the presentation of the president’s 
report, a lengthy document which 
covers every detail of the year. It shows 
that two highly esteemed and venerable 
ministers had been called away daring 
the year, Rev. Carl E. Cossman, D. D., 
of Lunenburg, 
N 
S., and Prof. 
David McKee, of Shenango. 
They 
were earnest workers in the cause, 
and their demise was deeply regretted. 
Twelve pastors resigned their charges, 
and 21 were installed. 
Three accepted 
calls and six were dismissed to other 
gynods. One congregation was dismiss­ 
ed to another synod. 
Six ministers 
made application for admission to the 
synod, and the corner stones of three 
churches were laid. 
The following churches were conse­ 
crated during the year: St. Matthew,Rose 
Bay, N. S .; Mission of Mt. Calvary of 
McKee’s ; Trinity, McKean, Pa.; Holy 
Trinity, Latrobe, Pa.; St. Peter, Evans 
City, Pa.; Penn, Penn Station, Pa.. 
First church, Butler, Pa. The report 
deals at length with the consecration of 
these churches, and gives the names of 
the pastors and those who took promi­ 
nent part in the services. 
Thiel college day was mentioned, and 
the president said 58 congregations had 
contributed 1561.79, while 16 congre­ 
gations had given S174.84 to Greensburg 
seminary. 
The opinion that the ob­ 
servance of the day will increase from 
year to year was expressed. 
Because a provision of the constitu­ 
tion does not give the president any dis­ 
cretion in authorizing 
the 
install­ 
ation of pastors not already members of 
the synod, the president asked some ac­ 
tion on the part of the synod. 
In speaking of finances the president 
said the showing was most encourag 
big. 
Last year the aggregate was 
116,745.80, and this year.$20,S94.81. 
The synod is in session as the News 
Review goes to press. 
This evening a mission meeting will 
b0 held, Rev. C. L. Boecele delivering 
the German address and Rev. J. 0. 
Kunzman preaching in English.

As Wife of Viceroy Carson She W ill Hare 


Greet Power— W ill Occupy Highest Po­ 


sition Held 
by n Woman Outside of 


Royalty— Her Sound American Idea#. 


Next November a Chicago girl will 
occupy the throne of India as the repre­ 
sentative of Victoria, empress of that 
great country. When George N. Curzon 
enters upon his duties as viceroy of In 
dis, his beautiful wife will become the 
“ first lady” of that land, and a mem­ 
ber of the British peerage. Her title 
will be Lady Cnrzon of Kedleston, and 
for five years she will role as the sooial 
queen of the Indian empire. 
The American girl whom Queen Vie 
toria has made the vicereine of 300,- 
000,000 subjects was formerly Mary 
Victoria Loiter of Chicago. She was 
born in Chicago May 29, 1870, at the 
Loiter homestead, which at that time 
was located on Michigan terrace, where 
the Auditorium now stands. Shortly 
after her birth her father built a home 
on Calnmet avenue, in which the fam­ 
ily lived until their removal to Wash­ 
ington in 1880. 
(Jp to that time Mr. 
Loiter was actively engaged in business 
in Chicago, and Mary Victoria Loiter 
was receiving an education from pri 
vate tutors and governesses. When Mr. 
Loiter withdrew from his Chicago en 
terprises, the family home was removed 
to Washington, where Miss Loiter grew 
to young womanhood. While her child 
hood was an extremely simple one her 
education was acquired from the best 
instructors, and at an early age she was 
proficient in the French and German 
languages and mnsio and f^jpiliar with 
art. 
Up to the time of hei^formal in­ 
troduction to the sooial world of Wash­ 
ington she led the life of a schoolgirl 
Her days were divided into boors of 
study and recreation, and her social 
pleasures were few. Miss Loiter accom­ 
panied her father on several of his, En 
ropean trips, her sisters Daisy and Nan 
nie also being of the party. When she 
made ber debut in Washington, at the 
age of 18, she at once became the ac 
knowledged belle of the city. Beautiful 
of face, with a slender, graceful figure, 
regular features and dark hair and eyes, 
Mary Victoria Loiter, even as a girl, 
had an individnality and magnetism 
that were remarkable. A bright con 
versationalist and possessing mach gen 
eral information on important topics of 
the day, she was a born leader and al­ 
ways the center of a group of prominent 
people. 
Shortly after her introduction to 
Washington’s social life the Loiter fam­ 
ily went to London for the season. Mary 
Leiter was presented at court, and 
there, as in America, became a belle. 
It was during one of her subsequent 
seasons in London that she met George 
Nathaniel Cnrzon, eldest son of Lord 
Scarsdale. 
Young Cnrzon gained considerable 
fame through a series of prize essays 
that finally made him a medalist in the 
Royal Geographical society. He paid 
marked attention to Miss Leiter, and 
the following year came to America to 
woo her. The announcement of her en­ 
gagement to Mr. Cnrzon followed short­ 
ly after his arrival here and created 
considerable sensation in both coun­ 
tries. They were married April 25, 
1895, at St. John’s church, in Wash­ 
ington. After the wedding Mr. and 
Mrs. Cnrzon returned to England and 
took up their residence in London. 
Mrs. Cnrzon has always been promi­ 
nent in the social life of her adopted 
country, but it is said that the Ameri­ 
can girl has infected her husband with 
the ideas of her native land instead of 
becoming entirely Anglicised herself. 
As vice reine of India Mrs. Ourzon will 
occupy the highest position that can be 
held by a woman outside of the royal 
family. Her word will be the social 
law of the country, and at the royal 
palace in Simla and the various vice 
regal residences she will rule supreme. 
American women have made some ex 
oeptional international marriages, but 
it remained for a Chicago girl to be 
come the representative of the world’s 
greatest ruler.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

G reat Poorer— W ill O ccupy H igh est Po 
aition H eld 
by a W om an Ontaide of 
R oyalty— H er Mound A m erican Ideas 


Next November a Chicago girl will 
occupy the throne of India as the ropre 
(tentative of Victoria, empress of that 
great country. When George N. Curzon 
enters upon his duties as viceroy of In 
dia, his beautiful wife will become tho 
“ first lady” of that land, and a mom 
ber of the British peerage. 
Her title 
will be Lady Curzon of Kedleston, auf 
for five years she will rule as the social 
quocn of the Indian empire. 
The American girl whom Queen Vic­ 
toria has made the vice reine of 300, 
000,000 subjects was formerly Mary 
Victoria Loiter of Chicago. She was 
born in Chicago May 29, 1870, at the 
Loiter homestead, which at that time 
was located on Michigan terrace, where 
the Auditorium now stands. Shortly 
after her birth her father built a home 
on Calumet avenue, in which the fam 
ily lived until their removal to Wash­ 
ington in 1880. 
Up to that time Mr. 
Loiter was actively engaged in business 
in Chicago, and Mary Victoria Loiter 
was receiving an education from pri­ 
vate tutors and governesses. When Mr. 
Loiter withdrew from his Chicago en­ 
terprises, the family home was removed 
to Washington, where Miss Loiter grew 
to young womanhood. While her child­ 
hood was an extremely simple one her 
education was acquired from the best 
instructors, and at an early age she was 
proficient in the French and German 
languages and music and familiar with 
art. 
Up to the time of hei^formal in­ 
troduction to the social world of Wash­ 
ington she led the life of a schoolgirl. 
Her days were divided into hours of 
study and recreation, and her social 
pleasures were few. Miss Loiter accom­ 
panied her father on several of his Eu­ 
ropean trips, her sisters Daisy and Nan­ 
nie also being of the party. When she 
made her debut in Washington, at the 
age of 18, she at once became the ac­ 
knowledged belle of the oity. Beautiful 
of face, with a slender, graceful figure, 
regular features and dark hair and eyes, 
Mary Victoria Loiter, even as a girl, 
had an individuality and magnetism 
that were remarkable. A bright con­ 
versationalist and possessing mach gen­ 
eral information on important topics of 
the day, she was a born leader and al­ 
ways the center of a group of prominent 
people. 
Shortly after her introduction to 
Washington’s social life the Loiter fam­ 
ily went to London for the season. Mary 
Loiter was presented at court, and 
there, as in America, became a belle. 
It was during one of her subsequent 
seasons in London that she met George 
Nathaniel Curzon, eldest son of Lord 
Scarsdale. 
Young Curzon gained considerable 
fame through a series of prize essays 
that finally made him a medalist in the 
Royal Geographical society. He paid 
marked attention to Miss Loiter, and 
the following year came to America to 
woo her. The announcement of her en­ 
gagement to Mr. Curzon followed short­ 
ly after his arrival here and created 
considerable sensation in both coun­ 
tries. They were married April 25, 
1805, at St. John’s church, in Wash­ 
ington. After the wedding Mr. and 
Mrs. Curzon returned to England and 
took up their residence in London. 
Mrs. Curzon has always been promi­ 
nent in the social life of her adopted 
country, but it is said that the Ameri­ 
can girl has infected her husband with 
the ideas of her native land instead of 
becoming entirely Anglicised herself. 
As vice reine of India Mrs. Carson will 
occupy the highest position that can be 
held by a woman outside of the royal 
family. Her word will be the social 
law of the country, and at the royal 
palace in Simla and the various vice­ 
regal residences she will rule supreme. 
American women have made some ex­ 
ceptional international marriages, bat 
it remained for a Chicago girl to be­ 
come the representative of the world’s 
greatest ruler. —Chicago Inter Ocean.

W ashington, Aug. 31.—R epresenta­ 
tive Grosvenor of Ohio called at the

state of affairs in the Seventh Ohio 
volunteer regim ent. 
General Grosvenor was em phatic in 
his approval of w hat he saw. 
He said: 
“I never saw a body of soldiers better 
». fed, better clothed and better sheltered 
than is the Seventh Ohio regim ent at 
present. 
So m uch for the general con­ 
dition. 
Now as to particulars: There 
were 1,300 m en in the regim ent. 
Ex­ 
cept from suicide there have been but 
two deaths among them since the or­ 
ganization four and a half m onths ago. 
Including the men who were furloughed 
to go home and recuperate and those in 
the hospitals, there were only 41 men 
not able to report for duty yesterday 
morning. 
A finer, abler set of men I 
never saw in my life.” 
Continuing, General Grosvenor said 
that the dissatisfaction among the sol­ 
diers was all traceable to the fact th at 
they had not been able to get to the 
front. 
On the whole he (Grosvenor) 
was satisfied the m en were very m uch 
better off than were the soldiers in the 
Civil war. 
This last view was confirmed by Sen­ 
ator Allen of Nebraska, who called at 
the war departm ent to get some news 
of the where abouts of the Second N e­ 
braska regim ent, w hich he was told 
was enroute 
from Chickam auga to 
Omaha. 
He said the m ain com plaint among 
the men was their enforced detention 
at the camps instead of being sent to the 
trout. 
So far as their physical condi­ 
tion was concerned, while the men had 
suffered a good deal at Camp Thomas, 
so far as he could judge from his own 
experience in the Civil war, they were 
certainly no worse off than the soldiers 
tin ii engaged. 
C h a t t a n o o g a , 
Aug. 
31.— Governor 
Black was seen last night by an Asso­ 
ciated Press representative aud was 
asked as to the conditions as lie found 
them iii the camps of the New York 
regiments, as well as those at division 
hospitals. 
Governor Black said there appeared 
to be “a perfect hydrophobia” among 
newspapers over the condition of the 
soldiers, th at the press bristled with 
such phrases as “ hollow eyed” and 
“starving,” iii articles descriptive of 
the troops. 
He gave it as his opinion 
that the m atter was exaggerated, “m an­ 
ufactured in .newspaper offices,” and 
the outcome and result of “journalistic 
knavery.” 
When assured th at his views would 
be printed verbatim , and not w ithheld 
because they failed to coucur w ith the 
present “ newspaper craze,” his excel­ 
lency gave the following interview in 
part: 
“My im pression,” 
said Governor 
Black, “ of the camp of the New York 
troops at Chickam auga park is not half 
as bad as I expected it would be. 
The 
unfortunate condition of the camp and 
hosp'tals has, beyond a doubt, been 
very greatly exaggerated by the papers. 
“The division hospital in which the 
sick soldiers of the N inth New York 
infantry are quartered is certainly in a 
very bad condition. 
The present state 
of this hospital ought never to nave 
been per m utt xi to exist and should be 
corrected also. 
“ I think th at the troops at Chicka­ 
mauga Park should have been moved 
long before any sickness broke out in 
the ranks. 
‘‘This Sternberg hospital is in ex­ 
cellent condition.

DELICACIES FOR THE SICK.

W ashington, 
Aug. 31.—The state 
departm ent had not by yesterday been 
officially advised of the reported death 
of King Malieton of Samoa, and in all 
likelihood m ust rem ain in official ignor­ 
ance of the event for some tim e to 
come, owing to the slow means of com­ 
m unication at the disposal of the de* 
pertinent. 
It is the general impression 
here that the death of the king will re­ 
sult in the overthrow of the present 
form of governm ent of the islands, 
m aintained as it is by the joint action 
of the United States, G reat B ritain and 
Germany. 
Official reports to the state 
departm ent show th at this governm ent 
is the most expensive and unsatisfactory 
of any iu the world, having regard to 
the population of the Samoan group. 
In the capital city, Apia, there is 
m aintained a tripartite m unicipal gov­ 
ernm ent at vast proportional expense, 
while the reports show th at 32 rate­ 
payers are obliged to boar the entire 
cost. 
For some years back the existing 
arrangem ent for the governm ent of the 
Samoan group* has been satisfactory to 
none of the three governments, yet it 
has been continued for the reason th at 
nothing better could be suggested th at 
would De acceptable to the three nations. 
Now there are indications th at at least 
one of the parties is coming around to 
w hat was a favorite plan of settlem ent 
of the state departm ent, namely, a dis­ 
ruption of the present tripartite gov­ 
ernm ent, aud an absolute division of 
the islands of tne group between the 
United States, G reat Britain aud G er­ 
many. 
The principal object of our govern­ 
ment has been to retain possession of a 
coaling or a full naval station in the 
islands, so as to afford a base of naval 
operations in the vicinity of Australasia, 
as well as to ensure an open port for our 
m erchant steamers on the loug voyage 
from San Francisco to Australia. 
The 
U uued States now holds title to some 
ground for a coaling station at Bago 
Bago, on the island of Tukw ila. 
This 
island is the least in size of any of the 
group, but is more than large enough Co 
support a naval stattou, so that it has 
been the plan of the state departm ent 
to acquire it as a whole in event of the 
dissolution of the tripartite agreement. 
Basing the division on the existing 
interests of the three nations, Germ any, 
holding tile largest interest, would take 
the isluud second in size, possessing the 
capital, Apia, while (treat Britain would 
receive tile largest of tile group but the 
second in commercial importance. 
It is 
probable that atnoug the first duties 
falling to Mr. Hay. when he assumes 
the office of secretary of state, will be 
the consideration of some plan to tide 
over tile crisis expected to follow the 
death of the king.

When you have examined the con­ 
stitution of the German cuisine, you 
are tempted to grow loquacious. 
You 
are conscious of having discovered that 
the psychology of a nation cannot be 
constructed upon a mere analysis of its 
made dishes. Your estimate of Brillat- 
Savarin sinks. He could not tell you 
what you are, even from all the menus 
of your lifetime. Freiligrath’s philo­ 
sophic conclusion that “ man is what 
he eats” you straightway qualify as 
true only when referring to cannibal­ 
ism. 
And yon will aver that only in 
the case of paleolithio man can you 
construct a man from the crumbs that 
fall from his dinner table. And this 
you will want to prove, and conse­ 
quently will grow talkative with pre­ 
senting of much evidence. 
And yet, in your sane moments, you 
will have a sneaking affection for the 
statement that a German is a German 
because he eats what he eats. As a gen­ 
eral rule he may be said to eat five 
times a day. 
But his hunger is con­ 
stantly being stilled. 
He starts early in the day with a cnp 
of cafe an lait and a small buttered 
roll. 
This keeps him going till ll 
o’clock, when he demolishes a slice of 
buttered rye bread spread with shoes 
of hard boiled egg, raw chopped beef or 
cheese. This he washes down with a 
glass of ale, thus stilling his inner man 
till dinner time. Dinner takes place to­ 
ward I o’clock and consists of soup 
(generally nourishing), a plate of meat, 
with potatoes and fruit (cranberries, 
prunes or apricots), occasionally cheese, 
seldom sweets, rarely a green vegetable. 
Three hours later ooffee is taken, 
served with a piece of cake or thick 
bread and butter. This is the honr pre­ 
cious to the gossip and the busybody, 
the time for spreading scandal. Toward 
8 o’clock the appetite again asserts 
itself. 
The hour of the ubiquitous sau­ 
sages has arrived. Their name is legion, 
and they share the honors with slices 
of ham, smoked goose breast, pieces of 
raw pickled herring, and in summer 
hard boiled eggs and potato salad. 
Such is the German method of spread­ 
ing the meals over the day. Of course 
there are exceptions. Many families 
have two ample meals a day, but the 
bulk of the population eats mostly but­ 
tered bread and snacks. In justice to 
Germany one most say that the fare in 
many a home will compare favorably 
with that of many an American family. 
In the German restaurant the cuisine 
is on the whole monotonous and the 
food singularly insipid. All meats seem 
to have the same flavor, all are served 
with the same heavy, viscous sauces, 
aud invariably escorted with the same 
soaplike potatoes. Stodginess and heavi­ 
ness ar© the great blots on the German 
fare. The element of variety, too, seems 
considered superfluous. 
In the concrete the subject is almost 
too painful to faoe, the difficulty being 
to steer clear of exclamations denoting 
positive offensiveness. 
Borne of the 
kickshaws which figure regularly upon 
the German table are reputed to be most 
sustaining. They certainly are intense­ 
ly aud ostentatiously wonder inspiring. 
One preparation is everywhere met 
with under the name (more or less pho­ 
netically spelled) of beefsteak a la tar- 
tare. 
Its basis is raw chopped beef ; 
this, spread out into a pat of elliptical 
shape, is crowned with the raw yolk of 
an egg, raw finely chopped onion is 
sprinkled over it, a garniture of gher­ 
kins is added, and the whole is eaten 
with much gusto and no worse cons© 
quinces than a durable thirst. 
In many of the dishes you discover 
all the humor, feeling and imagination 
of a Wagnerian composition. 
You find 
the resolute desire to build up harmony 
upon discord. Of this nature may be 
considered the traditional menu of New 
Year’s eve, carp, pancake aud punch. 
These three, brought iuto immediate 
juxtaposition and consumed in plethoric 
quantities, generally have the desired 
effect—that of inducing a hysterical 
good humor. 
For stodginess nothing beats the fa 
▼orite dish, panaoha 
It consists of 
pickled pork, sour cabbage and a puree 
of split peas boiled dowu to the con­ 
sistency of stiff dough. Experiments on 
this h^iuui produce deplorable capers aud 
cause one to grunt mournfully. 
A va­ 
riety of this diet is found in Berlin 
You substitute boiled balls of dough 
and indifferent prunes for the peas and 
cabbage, and you have the dish popu­ 
larly termed “ the Silesian kingdom of 
heaven. ” 
Gold eels, imbedded in a 
translucid, glutinous substance, figure 
in all workmen’s taverns, while roast 
goose is de rigueur for all solemnities. 
A dainty which we have recently 
met with in Berlin recalled Darwin’s 
remark that “ hardly any experiment is 
so absurd as not to be worth trying.'’ 
It consisted of tiuely powdered horse 
radish served up with frozen whippet! 
cream. 
One may sum up one’s judgment by 
laying of German cooking what the art 
critic said of nature, 'It has infinite 
potentialities.’* Not the least of these 


lr its ambition to discover victims that 
survive its charms only in the form 
that the walls of Jericho survived the 
trumped blast of Joshua.—Lippincott s

IMPRESSIONS OF PORTO RICO 


The* Inland and ltd In h a b ita n t* a* *e«-n 
by On* of General M ile*’ Staff. 
Lieutenant Colonel Arthur S. Wagner, 
assistant adjutant general, formerly 
chief of the bureau of military informa­ 
tion of the war department, returned 
to Washington recently from Ponce, 
Porto Rico, where he has been with the 
staff of General Miles. From the time 
he landed with Miles’ army near Ponce, 
Porto Rico, until he left the island, 
Colonel Wagner said, the heartiness 
with which the mass of Porto Ricans 
welcomed th© advent of the American 
troops was an impressive fact 
“ The manner in which the Porto 
Ricans welcomed the army with banan­ 
as, cocoanuts, 
bouquets and 
cigars 
seems amusing here,” be said, “ but it 
was evident to us in Porto Rico that 
the offerings were sincere tributes and 
not indicative of a fickle temperament 
among the people. 
When one realizes 
the fact that they have been obliged to 
pay a tax of $8 on a barrel of flour, 
making the prioe $85, Porto Rican 
money, or $17 in United States curren­ 
cy, it is Dot hard to believe that they 
are glad to be relieved from Spanish op­ 
pression. Two or three mayors of towns 
in signing papers of allegiance volun­ 
tarily added “ U. S. A .” to the name 
of the town aud of the island, and they 
seemed proud of it too. When I was ill 
with malarial fever, a native physician, 
remarkably well educated and cultured, 
attended me. He remarked one day, as 
he used a physician’s thermometer, that 
he had nothing but a centigrade scale, 
but since he had become an American 
citizen he must get a Fahrenheit. When 
I got well, I asked him for my bill, but 
he declined any compensation for his 
services, assuring me that he was glad 
to do anything for American officers. 
“ A house where I had lodgings while 
in Ponce was the residence of a very in­ 
telligent native lady and her daughter. 
The lady talked very enthusiastically 
about the prospects of American sov­ 
ereignty in Porto Rico, and her daugh­ 
ter discussed the evils of Spanish rule 
in the island in a way which showed 
that she had a very good idea of the 
former government and its effect upon 
the oppressed people of Porto Rioo. 
These incidents are a few of the many 
which came to my notice during Gen­ 
eral Miles’ campaign, and I reached the 
gratifying conclusion that Porto Rico 
would be a very desirable possession 
for the United States, and that the peo­ 
ple generally would be good citizens. 
The most inferior part of the native 
population is very inferior indeed, but 
the more intelligent people are numer­ 
ous enough to dominate the masses and 
give a general character to the inhabit­ 
ants.”—New York Sun.

for when the Celestials were extirpated, 
or nearly so, it was found that they 
were “ the only industrious, skillful, 
wealth producing portion of the popu­ 
lation.” They are so today, and for 
that reason one anticijiates that the ex­ 
perience of Singapore will be repeated 
at Manila. 
Your lazy Malay will recede before 
the Mongol, who has served an appren­ 
ticeship of 60 generations to labor aud 
can do everything. I shall never forget 
standing on a hill overlooking Kiao- 
Chau bay, the new German possession, 
aud seeing what Chinese industry can 
effect. The view embraced perhaps ten 
square miles of rugged country, deeply 
scored by mountain torrents. 
Wher­ 
ever a few yards, in some oases no 
larger than a kitchen floor, could be 
terraced out of the ravine or side of the 
hillock, it was done, and the whole 
landscape was like a garden for perfect 
tillage. These are the people who will 
make an earthly paradise of the Philip­ 
pines, not the dolce far niente, indolent 
native*. A curious turning of the tables 
if the Americans should invite the 
Celestials to quit the Pacific slope for 
Luzon and Mindanao!—London Tele­ 
graph.

to take those men through, and he 
would take them dead or alive, he prob 
ably meant, but he evidently had Buffi 
d en t thought for his own well preserved 
frame to say nothing.

man who did not rise above the height 
of a piece of red tape.

COMMANDERS WERE TOGETHER 


Another death and burial at sea this 
morning. 
Chief Musician Wise, of the 
eirst Colorado United States volunteers, 
was today consigned to his resting place 
in the waters of the Pacific, there to 
await roll call at the hands of the Great 
Commander. 
The remains were buried 
with the honors of war. Pneumonia 
was the cause of death. 
God grant 
comfort to his loved ones at home. 
Boatswain Chris Nelson is a firm ho­ 
wever in the adage that ‘’cleanliness is 
akin to Godliness,” and he now has 
numerous converts to his belief. 
At 
5 :80 each morning the brawny boat­ 
swain, backed by a corps of assistants, 
engage in thoroughly washing down the 
decks, driving all filth and unclean­ 
ness into the sea, and thus prevent dis­ 
ease and death. 
The clever boatswain 
has kindly consented to give all comers 
a splendid salt water bath each morn­ 
ing, free of charge, in case they will rise 
with the lark and seek the forward part 
of the vessel. This offer has been gladly 
accepted by a large number, among 
them the writer, and he can testify that 
the baths are highly beneficial. 
Nelson 
takes especial pains to give m ea benefit, 
and the stream of water from the hose, 
striking one upon the body with full 
force, almost floors the recipient, much 
to the enjoyment of the jolly Jack tars. 
And here let me say a few words of 
commendation for the ship’s crew of the 
Zealandia. 
From captain down I have 
been accorded the most courteous treat­ 
ment, and I shall ever carry one and all 
on the bright side of my ledger of life’s 
experience. 
Wednesday, July 6. Drilled a squad 
of officers in the “ exercises” on the hur­ 
ricane deck at a very early hour this 
morning. 
All of 
the 
participants, 
among them Chaplain Hunter, expressed 
themselves as highly pleased with the 
health 
movements, and pronounced 
them very beneficial, especially so under 
existing circumstances. 
Head Steward 
Seeley and Chief Engineer Keller also 
took part. 
Prayer meeting every morn­ 
ing on the hurricane deck, at ti o clock, 
led by the chaplain. Much interest 
manifested, and good is evidently being 
accomplished. 
Some of the attendants 
are participants in leading in prayer, 
while all are deeply interested listeners. 
Rumored this morning that a strange 
sail had made its appearance in the dis­ 
tance, and the old story of a wandering 
Spanish gunboat was revived. 
Investi­ 
gation at headquarters demonstrated the 
fact that the rumor was a false one, 
gotten up by some practical joker and 
industriously circulated. 
At 8 :16 a. rn., 
the China signaled “ halt.” and the 
other three vessels were ordered by 
General Green to range alongside the 
flagship. 
Then the commanders of the 
troops in the three vessels took seats in 
the small boats aud were soon standing 
in the presence of the commander of the 
expedition,at whose hands they received 
royal greeting, and they are warm in 
his praises. 
A council of war was held 
and the various commanders of vessels 
were made acquainted with the fact that 
there was a possibility of attack bv a 
small Spanish gunboat, and that it had 
been determined by the commander of 
the expedition not to submit tamely to 
capture and imprisonment in Spanish 
hands, hut to offer stout resistance and 
endeavor to run down the assailant. 
Consultation demonstrated the fact that 
the subordinate officers coincided with 
this plan of procedure, and then the 
China steamed to the front, gaining a 
lead of some miles, when she halted aud 
indulged in artillery practice, the gun 
ners doing very satisfactory work. 
Thursday, Jnly 7- 
The regimental 
commanders remained all night on the 
China, and were accorded hearty greet 
ing the next day when they came on 
board, Colonel Hawkins remarking to 
your correspondent: 
“ Well, sergeant, 


I ’v e b e e n bowled over at last. 
I've been 
regimental commander of the Tenth for 
almost 20 years, and have made it my 
boast that in all that time I have uever 
slept outside the encampment limits. 
But they floored me on this occasion, as 
the fences were not of a nature permit 
ting me to oross lots.” 
The colonel re 
ports that duty is muoh more arduous 
on board the China than upon the 


Zealandia. 
The machine upon 
the 
China for manufacturing ice was broken 
yesterday, and the consequence was 
that there was not a particle of ice on 
our sister vessel. 
This was a very sad 
loss to the sick on board, especially in 
one very severe case of appendicitis. As 
soon as Colonel Hawkins reached the 
deck of his own ship he interviewed the 
captain and the head steward, and the 
returning small boat carried back a hag 
of ice. 
Jnly 8. 
Distant 820 miles from Guam 
island. Expect to see land by noon to­ 
morrow, in case we continue upon our 
present course, and to he near Guem 
island tomorrow night, with the possi­ 
bility of running in on Sunday morning, 
We Enow not w hat awaits us, fighting 
or a peaceful reception; but we are 
ready for emergencies, with arms and 
accoutrements in first-class condition 
and ammunition in readiness for imme­ 
diate issue. 
The officers have received 
orders to charge their revolvers. 
Many 
of the men will receive their maiden 
fire in case of a struggle, while there are 
a number of old veterans on hoard who 
have faced the music of battle on more 
than one occasion. 
I firmly believe the 
lads will give good account of them ­ 
selves in the hour of trial. 
Our arfcil- 
erymen on the Zealandia were given 
an opportunity to practice today, and 
the fire of the Maxims was exception­ 
ally fine. 
Jnly 9. 
Inspection of arms this morn­ 
ing ; muskets found in good condition, 
with hut few exceptions, and these ex­ 
ceptions will be remedied at 
once. 
About noon we sighted Rota, or Broken 
island, on our right or starboard side. 
A natural formation and looks very 
mach like'a fort or fortification, but we 
are assured bv sailors that no fortifica­ 
tion made by man exists there. 
At 8 :30 
we sight Guam on our left or port side. 
The officers have not decided whether 
they will run in or not. No sight of the 
cruiser Charleston. 
Rumor has it that 
if a convoy awaits us, we will make hut 
a brief halt at G uam ; but if not, then 
we will land, fortify and take possess­ 
ion peaceably or otherwise and Await 
the coming of a war vessel from Dewey’s 
fleet. 
W eather simply delightfnl and a 
glorious breeze prevailing. 
Five min­ 
utes of 6 p. rn. and the expedition 
halted and laying to about two and one- 
half miles off Guam island. 
All flags at 
half mast, as the news comes to us that 
someone has passed from time into eter­ 
nity on board the Colon. 
As I write 
three volleys of musketry ring out, and 
this assures me that another soldier boy 
has gone to his reward. He will answer 
to the Master. God grant that his rec­ 
ord may be right by and through the 
meroy of Him who hath loved us and 
given Himself for us. Death has now 
olaimed victims on all three vessels of 
this expedition. 
How long will it be 
before he makes a claim upon some 
comrade oq board the Zealandia ? May 
the Giver of all good gifts spare the dear 
ones at home and give the boys on this 
steamer time and inclination and earn­ 
est desire to prepare for the inevitable. 
Have just ascertained the name of the 
deceased. Private Maddox, of the 18th 
regulars; cause appendicitis. 
The echo 
of the last volley fired over the remains 
had scarcely died away when the signal 
to steam forward was given, and we 
are now under full headway in order to 
seek safe anchorage on the west side of 
Guam island ere night closes in upon us. 
The China forges rapidly to the front, 
and we note her passing around a prom­ 
ontory well in advance, with the prow 
pointing directly in shore. 
The next 
instant there comes a flame of fire from 
the muzzle of one of her guns, and the 
first thought of almost everyone on board 
the Zealandia is that danger and battle 
awaits us. 
Bot this thought vanishes 
in midair as a cheery voice on the hurri­ 
cane deck rings on! : “ Sundown ; there 
she goes !” 
Immediately afterward the 
China turns squarely about and heads 
out for sea and deeper waters, and she 
is soon ranged alongside the other vessels 
and signalling “halt” and then “ assem 
hie.” 
Whistles toot aud signals wave 
aud in a few minutes we are away once 
more, hunting for Mr. Dewey 
and 
Manila. 
Rumor now has it that our 
commander discovered fortifications on 
Guam, as the China went close in. and 
that he concluded that, as he had lost 
no fortifications he didn’t want to find 
any, and so bade Guam and her earth­ 
works goodbye, with the promise to 
return in the sweet afterwhile with for­ 
tification searchers, in the shape of 
Dewey’s ten inch pets. 
Sunday July IO. 
Vessels forging 
ahead as if they were living, breathing, 
thinking machines, eager to reach Ma­ 
nila and the comrades awaiting us. The 
boys seem to appreciate the fact that we 
are approaching the end of our long and 
monotonous sea voyage aud there is 
corresponding elation and jubilation. 
The understanding now is that we will 
reach Manila not later than next Satur­ 
day, God willing. Prayer meeting at 6

The seen es of yesterday were re-en­ 
sued this morning at the depot when 13 
more members of Company E arrived in 
the city in charge of Dr. W. A. Hobbs. 
The party was composed of Sergeant 
Pnrinton, Corporal Albright and Pri­ 
vates Reynolds, Cox, McIntosh, Haden, 
Smith, 
Carnahan, 
Hoyt, 
Reneker, 
Headley, Campbell and Sweitzer of 
Company E, and Privates Miller and 
Hudson, of Company K. 
They were met at Pittsbnrg by J. J. 
Pttrinton, who accompanied them to the 
city. When they reached the depot a 
large crowd had gathered and a great 
deal of difficulty was experienced in 
getting them to their carriages and 
thence to their homes. 
Private Sweitzer is very ill and was 
nnable to walk when he arrived. He was 
assisted to the ambulance and taken to 
the home of his brother in Fifth street 
where he is suffering with typhoid ma­ 
laria. 
His mother resides at Mounds­ 
ville, and will be here soon to nurse her 
son. 
The remainder of the boys are all very 
weak and present a much more worn 
out appearance than the party which 
arrived yesterday. They were almost 
all taken from the detention hospital by 
Doctor Hobbs and it is due to his efforts 
that they were granted furloughs. Pri­ 
vate Sweitzer is the only member of 
the party who is seriously ill,and had he 
been in the general hospital Doctor 
Hobbs would nos have brought him 
home but was afraid the patient would 
not 
live if left in the 
quarantine 
hospital. With the proper treatment it 
is thought he will recover. 
Doctor Hobbs when seen this morning 
said: “ We had a hard time getting to 
the train as the streets of New York 
were packed with people. We met with 
a hearty reception wherever it became 
known the soldiers were on the train. 
“There is not a member of the com­ 
pany who is feeling good, but they are 
not all ill. Sergeant Hanley is still on 
duty, but has chills at intervals. Sixty- 
day furloughs were procured for Ser­ 
geant Trump and Private Beatty, but 
they were not able to travel when our 
party left. They are both ill with ma­ 
laria and have a slight trace of typhoid 
fever, but are confined to the general 
hospital and are receiving the best of 
treatment, and could not have better 
care if they were at home. 
“There is no use sending anybody to 
New York to look after the boys, as they 
are getting every attention possible and 
receiving the best of care. The only 
thing a person can do for them is to se­ 
cure them furloughs and bring them 
home. I think the company will all be 
home within two weeks. ” 


SOON AS POSSIBLE

The first session of the synod was held 
at 9:30 o’clock this morning, it being a 
confessional service.

e r e d the synodical sermon, and it was 
followed by communion service.

The report 
deals at length with the consecration of 
these churches, and gives the names of 
the pastors and those who took promi 
nent part in the services. 
Thiel college day was mentioned, and 
the president said 58 congregations had 
contributed 1561.79, while 16 oongre 
Rations had given ti74.84 to Qreensburg 
seminary. 
The opinion that the ob­ 
servance of the day will increase from 
year to year was expressed.

“ About as dismal a Fourth of July 
as ever I experienced on board a man 
o’-war,’’ said an ex-sailor of the navy 
now living in Washington to a report 
er, “ was Independence day not many 
years ago down in the harbor of Hone 
lulu. The Bennington had an all star 
racing boat’s crew. The eight had just 
happened to be assigned to the Ben­ 
nington in a bunch before she left for 
her Pacific cruise, and several of the 
oarsmen had been members of the Co- 
lnmbia’s crack boat’s crew that walloped 
all of the British navy’s boats’ crews in 
English waters a few years before. 
The Bennington’s catter w*s one ol 
the best in the navy, and she had been 
built for a racer. 
Before we left the 
Mare Island navy yard for moth Pacific 
waters the ship’s racing crew had easily 
beaten all of the other crews of the 
ships lying at the yard, including tin 
tiptop crew of the Olympia and the 
Boston’s fine crew. 
We thought that 
we were about as warm as they makt 
’em after our crew put it on so many 
other man-o’-war crews, giving them a 
couple of minutes the start of us, too, 
on numerous occasions and still beating 
them disgracefully. 
“ The people of Honolulu arranged 
an aquatic festival for the Fourth ol 
July—the Americans down there cele­ 
brated the Fourth just as enthusiastic­ 
ally as we do up here—and the Ben­ 
nington’s crew figured in it largely. 
Our ship’s colors were at the fore in tilt 
two races that were run with picked 
Kanaka crews, and the third and last 
race of the day was one in which our 
crackajack eight was to figure, the other 
races having been won by subcrewt 
practically 
picked at random from 
among the strongest seamen. 
“ We thought this race was at oui 
mercy. It was to be a four sided affair- 
one crew of Kanaka sugar field workers, 
a crew of Kanaka policemen and the 
racing crew of the yacht Eleanor, be­ 
longing to Mr. Slater of Providence, 
that had pulled into Honolulu harbor 
from Japan a few days before. Our 
crew didn’t pay much attention to the 
yacht’s racing crew and were only fig­ 
uring on the distance they could beat 
the crew of Kanaka policemen, which 
seemed the most formidabla 
“ The race was over the four mile 
course carefully blocked out in the har 
bor—which was very smooth—by the 
Honolulu aquatic sportsmen, aud the 
start was first rate. There wasn ’t a man, 
fore or aft, on the Bennington that 
didn’t stand to go broke to the extent 
of at least a month’s pay on the success 
of the Bennington’s crew, and we had 
to give 8 to I, too, for it was generally 
conceded that we had the race at our 
mercy. 
“ The start, as I said* was good, and 
the Bennington’s crew showed in front 
first and started out apparently to uiaki 
a runaway race of it. The Kanaka po­ 
licemen’s orew trailed after them, pull 
ing steadily, then the Kanaka sugar 
workers and, a good ten lengths to the 
rear, the Eleanor’s crew. This was the 
way it looked for the finish when the 
Bennington’s crew rounded the stake- 
boat and started far the return trip. 
“ Some of the Honolulu men who had 
their money np on the two Kanaka 
crews actually began to square accounts, 
and theory, 'I t’s all over—Bennington!' 
was heard all over the bay. When the 
stake boat was rounded, it was noticed 
that the Eleanor’s boat was sort of get­ 
ting a move on itself, and the men 
were working like machines at a long, 
steady stroke that certainly looked as if 
it was cutting down the Bennington’s 
lead and the lead of the two Kanaka 
boats. 
“ Two minutes after the stakeboat 
was rounded the Eleanor’s gang were 
right abreast of the Kanaka cutters and 
gaining on them with every stroke, and 
the oox’un of the Bennington’s cutter, 
hearing the yells cf warning from the 
Bennington bluejackets ashore, looked 
behind him and suw the Eleanor cutter 
only two lengths behind him and com­ 
ing like an electric launch. Our crew 
was tired, and that’s all there was 
about it. 
“ The Eleanor’s crew had held them 
selves in for the finish, and they cer­ 
tainly did make a Garrison finish of it. 
The yacht’s cotter shot ahead of our 
outter a good mile from home, and then, 
to make the thing more galling, the 
crew actually stopped rowing until the 
Bennington * crew was alongside again. 
Then they took to the oars again, and 
from then on it was a howling farce. 
The Eleanor’s crew just romped their 
outter iu ten lengths ahead of our cut­ 
ter and the Kanakas a quarter of a 
mile in the rear. 
“ You never saw such a disgusted lot 
of men in your life as the men and 
officers on the Bennington. 
The Elea 
nor’s ship company had taken all of the 
3 to I money they oould get on board 
our ship, for they knew they had a good 
thing up their sleeve. The Eleanor's 
crew on the whole trip around the 
world that was wound up at San Fran­ 
cisco had nut been beaten once in a cut­ 
ter race, aud the yacht’s sailors had 
made all kinds of money in betting on 
(heir crew, it was a minor sort of con-

The fifty-sixth convention, Pittsburg 
*vDod of the Evangelical Lutheran 


c h u rc h , began its work in this city to- 


day. 
^ 
A number of ministers arrived yester- 
jay hut the majority came in this morn­ 
ing, and a well-dressed, intelligent lot 
they are. They are being well cared for, 
arid will doubtless leave East Liverpool 
knowing much more of the city than 
they ever knew before. 
The first session of the synod was helc. 
at 9:30 o’clock this morning, it being 
confessional service. 
There were many 
greetings among friends who had not 
met for a year prior to the honr, St 
John's church at Third and Jackson 
streets being well filled. 
At IO o’clock President Yount deliv 
ered the synodical sermon, and it was 
followed by communion service. 
The 
sermon was a splendid effort, being 
logical and eloquent. 
The reverend 
gentleman touched upon a number of 
matters most important, and did it so 
well that the discourse was received by 
all present with enthusiasm. 
Synod 
then adjonrned for the noon recess. 
The first business in the afternoon 
was the presentation of the president’s 
report, a 
lengthy 
document 
which 
covers every detail of the year. It shows 
that two highly esteemed and venerable 
ministers had been called away during 
the year, Rev. Carl E. Cossman, D. D., 
of 
Lunenburg, 
N 
S., 
and Prof. 
David McKee, of Shenango. 
They 
were earnest workers in the canse, 
aud their demise was deeply regretted. 
Twelve pastors resigned their charges, 
aud 21 were installed. 
Three accepted 
calls and six were dismissed to other 
synods. One congregation was dismiss­ 
ed to another synod. 
Six ministers 
made application for admission to the 
synod, and the corner stones of three 
churches were laid. 
The following chnrches were conse­ 
crated during the y e a r: St. Matthew, Rose 
Bay, N. S .; Mission of Mt. Calvary of 
McKee’s; Trinity, McKean, P a.; Holy 
Trinity, Latrobe, P a.; St. Peter, Evans 
City, Pa.; Penn, Penn Station, Pa.. 
First church, Butler, Pa. 
The report 
deals at length with the consecration of 
these chnrches, and gives the names of 
the pastors and those who took promi 
aent part in the services. 
Thiel college day was mentioned, and 
the president said 58 congregations had 
oontribated 1561.79, while 16 oongre 
Rations had given 1174.84 to Greensburg 
seminary. 
The opinion that the ob­ 
servance of the day will increase from 
year to year was expressed. 
Because a provision of the constitu­ 
tion does not give the president any dis­ 
cretion in authorizing 
the 
install­ 
ation of pastors not already members of 
the synod, the president asked some ac­ 
tion on the part of the synod. 
In speaking of finances the president 
said the showing was most encourag­ 
ing. 
Last year the aggregate 
was 
116,745.80, and this year $20,394 81. 
The synod is in session as the N ews 
HtviKw goes to press. 
This evening a mission meeting will 
he held, Rev. 0. L. Boecele delivering 
the German address and Rev. 
J. 0. 
Kunzman preaching in English.

“ About as dismal a Fourth of July 
as ever I experienced on board a man 
o -war,” said an ex-sailor of the navy 
now living in Washington to a report 
er, “ was Independence day not many 
years ago down in the harbor of Mono 
luln. The Bennington had an all star 
racing boat’s crew. The eight had just 
happened to be assigned to the Ben 
nington in a bunch before she left for 
her Pacific cruise, and several of the 
oarsmen had been members of the Co­ 
lum bia’s crack boat’s crew that walloped 
all of the British navy’s boats’ crews in 
English waters a few years before. 
The Bennington’s catter wgs one of 
the best in the navy, and she had been 
built for a racer. 
Before we left the 
Mare Island navy yard for south Pacific 
waters the ship’s racing crew had easily 
beaten all of the other crews of the 
ships lying at the yard, including th* 
tiptop crew of the Olympia and tht 
Boston’s fine crew. 
We thought that 
we were about as warm as they mak* 
’em after our crew put it on so many 
other man-o’-war crews, giving them a 
couple of minutes the start of us, too, 
on numerous occasions and still beating 
them disgracefully. 
“ The people of Honolulu arranged 
an aquatic festival for the Fourth of 
July—the Americans down there cele­ 
brated the Fourth just as enthusiastic­ 
ally as we do up here—and the Ben­ 
nington’s crew figured in it largely. 
Our ship’s colors were at the fore in the 
two races that were run with picked 
Kanaka crews, and the third and last 
race of the day was one in which our 
crackajack eight was to figure, the other 
races having been won by subcrews 
practically 
picked at 
random from 
among the strongest seamen. 
“ We thought this race was at oui 
mercy. It was to be a four sided affair- 
one crew of Kanaka sugar field workers, 
a crew of Kanaka policemen aud the 
racing crew of the yacht Eleanor, be­ 
longing to Mr. Slater of Providence, 
that had pulled into Honolulu harbor 
from Japan a few days before. 
Our 
crew didn’t pay much attention to the 
yacht’s racing crew and were only fig­ 
uring on the distance they could beat 
the crew of Kanaka policemen, which 
seemed the most formidabla 
“ The race was over the four mile 
course carefully blocked out iii the har 
bor—which was very smooth—by the 
Honolulu aquatic sportsmen, aud the 
start was first rate. There wasn ’ t a man, 
fore or aft, on the Bennington that 
didn’t stand to go broke to the extent 
of at least a month’s pay on the succew- 
of the Bennington’s crew, and we had 
to give 3 to I, too, for it was generally 
conceded that we had the race at our 
mercy. 
“ The start, as I said* was good, and 
the Bennington’s crew showed in front 
first and started out apparently to make 
a runaway race of it. The Kanaka po­ 
licemen ’s crew trailed after them, pull 
ing steadily, then the Kanaka sugar 
workers and, a good ten lengths to the 
rear, the Eleanor’s crew. This was the 
way it looked for the finish when the 
Bennington’s crew rounded the stake- 
boat and started for the retorn trip. 
“ Some of the Honolulu men who had 
their money up on the two Kanaka 
crews actually began to square accounts, 
and theory, ’I t’s all over—Bennington!’ 
was heard all over the bay. 
When the 
stakeboat was rounded, it was noticed 
that the Eleanor’s boat was sort of get­ 
ting a move on itself, and the men 
were working like machines at a long, 
steady stroke that certainly looked as if 
it was cutting down the Bennington’s 
lead and the lead of the two Kanaka 
boats. 
“ Two minutes after the stakeboat 
was rounded the Eleanor’s gang were 
right abreast of the Kanaka cutters and 
gaining on them with every stroke, aud 
the cox’un of the Bennington’s cutter, 
hearing the yells of warning from th* 
Bennington bluejackets ashore, looked 
behind him and saw the Eleanor cotter 
only two lengths behind him aud com 
ing like an electric launch. 
Our crew 
was tired, aud that’s all there was 
about it. 
“ The Eleanor’s crew had held them 
selves in for the finish, and they cer­ 
tainly did make a Garrison finish of it. 
The yacht’s cotter shot ahead of our 
cutter a good mile from home, and then, 
to make the thing more galling, the 
crew actually stopped rowing until the 
Bennington's crew was alongside again. 
Then they took to the oars again, and 
from then on it was a howling farce. 
The Eleanor’s crew just romped their 
cutter iu ten lengths ahead of our cot­ 
ter and the Kanakas a quarter of a 
mile in the rear. 
“ You never saw snch a disgusted lot 
of men in your life as the men and 
officers on the Bennington. 
The Elea­ 
nor’s ship company had taken all of the 
3 to I money they oould get on board 
our ship, for they knew they had a good 
thing up their sleeve. 
The Eleanor's 
crew on tim whole trip around the 
world that was wound up at San Fran­ 
cisco had not been beaten once in a cut­ 
ter race, and the yacht’s sailors had 
made all kinds of money in betting on 
their crew, it was a minor sort of con-

Next November a Chicago girl will 
occupy the throne of India as the repre­ 
sentative of Victoria, empress of that 
great country. When George N. Curzon 
enters upon his duties as viceroy of In­ 
dia, his beautiful wife will become the 
“ first lady” of that land, and a mem­ 
ber of the British peerage. 
Her title 
will be Lady Curzon of Kedlesfcon, and 
for five years she will rule as the social 
queen of the Indian empire. 
The American girl whom Queen Vic­ 
toria has made the vice roine of 300,- 
000,000 subjects was formerly Mary 
Victoria Loiter of Chicago. 
She was 
born in Chicago May 29, 1870, at the 
Loiter homestead, which at that time 
was located on Michigan terrace, where 
the Auditorium now stands. 
Shortly 
after her birth her father built a home 
on Calumet avenue, in whioh the fam ­ 
ily lived until their removal to Wash­ 
ington in 1880. 
CJp to that time Mr. 
Loiter was actively engaged in business 
in Chicago, and Mary Victoria Loiter 
was receiving an ednoation from pri­ 
vate tutors and governesses. When Mr. 
Loiter withdrew from his Chicago en­ 
terprises, the family home was removed 
to Washington, where Miss Loiter grew 
to young womanhood. W hile her child­ 
hood was an extremely simple one her 
education was acquired from the best 
instructors, and at an early age she was 
proficient in the French and German 
languages and music and fam iliar with 
art. 
Up to the time of heiflformal in ­ 
troduction to the social world of Wash­ 
ington she led the life of a schoolgirl. 
Her days were divided into hours of 
study and recreation, and her social 
pleasures were few. Miss Lei tar accom­ 
panied her father on several of his Eu­ 
ropean trips, her sisters Daisy and Nan­ 
nie also being of the party. 
When she 
made ber debut in Washington, at the 
age of 18, she at once became the ac­ 
knowledged belle of the city. Beautiful 
of face, with a slender, graceful figure, 
regular features and dark hair and eyes, 
Mary Victoria Loiter, even as a girl, 
had an individuality and magnetism 
that were remarkable. 
A bright con­ 
versationalist and possessing much gen­ 
eral information on important topics of 
the day, she was a born leader and al­ 
ways the center of a group of prominent 
people. 
Shortly after her introduction to 
Washington's social life the Loiter fam ­ 
ily went to London for the season. Mary 
Loiter was presented at court, and 
there, as in America, became a belle. 
It was during one of her subsequent 
seasons in London that she met George 
Nathaniel Curzon, eldest son of Lord j 
Scarsdale. 
Young Curzon gaiued considerable I 
fame through a series of prize essays 
that dually made him a medalist in the 
Royal Geographical society. 
He paid 
marked attention to Miss Loiter, and 
the following year came to America to 
woo her. The announcement of her en­ 
gagement to Mr. Curzon followed short­ 
ly after his arrival here and created 
considerable sensation in both coun­ 
tries. 
They were married April 25, 
1805, at St. John’s church, in Wash­ 
ington. 
After the wedding Mr. and 
Mrs. Curzon returned to England and 
took up their residence in London. 
Mrs. Curzon has always been promi­ 
nent in the social life of her adopted 
country, but it is said that the Ameri­ 
can girl has infected her husband with 
the ideas of her native land instead of 
becoming entirely Anglicised herself. 
As vice rein© of India Airs. Cnrxon will 
occupy the highest position that can be 
held by a woman outside of the royal 
family. 
Her word will be the social 
law of the country, aud at the royal 
palace in Simla aud the various vice­ 
regal residences she will rule supreme. 
American women have made some ex­ 
ceptional international marriages, but 
it remained for a Chicago girl to be- 
come the representative of the world’* 
greatest ruler.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Conditions at Dawson and St. Michael 
have undergone no material change 
since last reports.

H o n g k o n g , Aug. 31.—The Kwang-Si 
rebellion, which has been quiescent for 
some time, shows signs of serious re­ 
crudescence.
